Sixty Cents An Hour Or 10c Per Box 
Recommended As County Pear Wage 


The county Farm-Labor sub- 
committee, following a Friday 
meeting attended by men prom- 
inent in the county’s pear in- 
dustry, has issued a recommen- 
dation to growers of the county 
that “sixty cents an hour should 
be the maximum wage in this 
county for experienced pickers 
on pears, or ten cents per box.” 

The committee had made a 
survey of wages in other sec- 
tions of the state and was ad- 
vised that in Placer County the 
rate was 45 cents an hour, in 
Sacramento county 55 cents an 
hour; in Lake, sixty cents an 
hour; and in Sutter, 50 cents an 
hour or, at piece work, ten cents 
per box. 

With reference to the recom- 
mended wage for El Dorado 
County, the committee said that 
“since this is more than other 
counties are paying, any in- 
crease will act adversely toward 
the whole fruit industry this 
year, and in the future. 

On the labor front, it was re- 


ported Monday morning that a 


number of men are available at 
Sacramento for orchard work, 
but that they will require board 
and room and transportation. 

A check of various sources 
Monday morning indicated that 
the labor situation, generally, is 
being handled in a satisfactory 
manner. The U. S. Employment 
Service was in close contact 
with all pear packing houses 
regarding their own needs and 
the needs of their grower mem- 
bers or clients. 

In this connection, it was sug- 
gested that growers who have 
previously reported a need for 
orchard help and have since ob- 
tained them independently of 
the Employment Service, should 
report to their fruit house or to 
the U. S. Employment Service 
the extent to which their labor 
requirements have been Satis- 
fied. 

“Otherwise,” an employment 
officer pointed out, “we run into 
duplication of effort at a time 
when it appears that we can’t 
afford to be duplicating.”

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METALS DRIVE 
IS EXTENDED 


Combing Of Rural Areas For 
Abandoned Large Pieces 
Is Suggested By Committee 


The War Scrap Metals Salvage 
Collection, sponsored by Placerville 
Lions under the auspices of the 
War Salvage Board, has been ex- 
tended, at least for the balance of 
the week as a result of the en- 
couraging showing made since the 
opening of the collection on Friday 
evening. 

Reporting that the total of metal 
collected in a house-to-house cam- 
paign in Placerville Friday evening, 
plus contributions by farmers and 
some industries had started the 
campaign off with an approximate 
one hundred tons, the Lions Club 
committee urged that throughout 
the week an effort be made to lo- 
cate quantities of abandoned ma- 
terials said to be wasting away on 
hillsides throughout the county. 

Probably the largest single con- 
tribution to the current scrap met- 
als collection came from the Plac- 
erville Lumber Company, which 
turned over an approximate thirty 
ton of metal to the campaign, de- 
livering it in their own trucks to 
the community scrap dumping 
ground on Pacific Street, adjoining 
the Forest Service warehouse. 

W. A. Caldwell, Camino rancher, 
called upon some of his friends and 
neighbors and was responsible for 
the collection of about ten tons of 
scrap, which was delivered to the 
dumping ground. Other farmers 
have been visiting the dumping 
ground almost daily to leave their 
own ranch contributions.

$313 Shortage: Police 


Hold Former Employee 


Following complaint of the man- 
agement of the Bud-Weiser Cafe 
that approximately $313 of the con- 
cern’s funds is missing, police are 
holding Ven Morris, former bar- 
tender at the establishment, in an 
investigation of grand theft. 

Chief of Police Marvin Killian 
indicated Monday morning that the 
investigation includes persons other 
than Morris and revealed that Mor- 
ris had denied taking the money. 
although he was said to have ex- 
pressed a willingness to replace it. 

Morris was lodged in the county 
jail last Thursday afternoon after 
complaint of the shortage had been 
made by the Bud-Weiser manage- 
ment. 

It was understood that the money 
had been a portion of the concern’s 
funds left in the place of business 
but not necessarily in the cash reg- 
ister, on Wednesday evening fol- 
lowing a check of the cash register. 

Morris was on duty that evening 
and is said to have told the investi- 
gating officers that when time came 
to close the place, he satisfied him- 
self that all persons had been clear- 
ed from the building and then lock- 
ed up and went home. 

Next morning, without any ap- 
parent evidence of burglary, the 
money was gone.

CHROME PRICE 
BOOST URGED 


Placerville Man Named 
Secretary-Treasurer Of 
3-County Association 


The desirability of a twenty-five 
per cent increase in the price of 
chrome was expressed Friday eve- 


ning at a meeting of about twenty 
members of the Tri-County Chrome 
Association, held at the Buckeye 
school, at Shingle Springs. 

The meeting went on record as 
authorizing the drafting of a reso- 
lution expressing the need for an 
increase in the price of chrome in 
that amount and it was understood 
fhat the resolution will be consider- 
ed at the next meeting of the as- 
sociation, to be held August 26, at 
Auburn. 

L. W. Loomis, of PlacerviNe, was 
elected secretary of the association 
to fill an existing vacancy. 

In expressing the need for some 
action by the government to raise 
the price of chrome, members of 
the association pointed out that 
present prices do not reflect the 
reported need for chrome in the 
war program and are not sufficient 
to warrant the mining of known 
chrome deposits. 

It was reported that the present 
price for thirty-five per cent chrome 
is $40 a ton and it was recommend- 
ed that this be increased to $50 per 
ton, with increases accordingly in 
other grades. 

Some of those in attendance ex- 
pressed wonder at whether there is 
a real need for chrome or whether, 
as has been reported, chrome is be- 
ing received in large amounts from 
foreign sources. 

The meeting was conaucted by 
the association president, J. P. Hall, 
of Auburn, who reported on the sat- 
isfactory progress of the Auburn 
stockpile and of the work being 
done in this nature in some other 
sections of the state. 


Government Cost 


Increase Shown 


County's Expense Jumped 
71 Per Cent In Five 
Years, Says Tax Group 


The per capita cost of El Dorado 
county government went up 71 per 
cent between 1935-36 and 1940-41, 
a study of expenditures of county 
governments in California, made 
public today by California Taxpay- 
ers’ association, shows. 


In 1935-36 the county spent $22.7 
for each man, women, and child in: 
the area. In 1936-37, county expend- 
itures averaged $27.08 per capita. 
In 1937-38 they totalled $33.22; in 
1938-39 they amounted to $37..39; 
in 1939-40 they were $38.29, and for 
1940-41, the last year for which 
complete data are available, the 
county spent $38.97 per capita. 


Average expenditures by all the 
counties for all purposes amounted 
to $18.70 in 1935-36 and $29.23 in 
1940-41. A large share of the in- 
crease in county government costs 
has been due to the increase in ex- 
penditures for relief, the associa- 
tion pointed out. Expenditures for 
charities and corrections by the 
counties throughout the state went 
up from a per capita of $7.82 in 
1935-36 to an average per capita of 
$17.56 in 1940-41. 

“The amount the county will 
spend per capita for 1942-43 de- 
pends on the amount of the county 
budget, which the county board of 
Supervisors will present to the 
people at a public hearing not lat- 
er than August 20.” the Taxpayers 
association stated.

Absentee ballots are available be- 
tween August 5 and August 20 upon 
application to the County Clerk of 
the county where the voter main- 
tains his legal residence. The bal- 
tion day but it must be returned to 
lot can be marked on or before elec- 
the County Clerk from whom it was 
secured before August 31. Before 
the marked ballot is returned to 
the County Clerk it must be swo; 
to before a County Clerk, a deputy 
County Clerk, or a notary public. 
However, no charge may be made 
for this service if it is performed in 
California. 

The application must be made and 
signed by the registered voter him-

In making the application for an 
absentee ballot certain information 
must be supplied to the County 
Clerk f whom the application is 
made. County Clerks will supply ap- 
plication forms upon request, but a 
letter from the applicant sétting 
forth the fact that he will be ab- 
sent from his election precinct on 
election day, stating the election at 
which he wishes to vote, giving his 
present mailing address and also 
setting forth his registered address, 
will be adequate. The applicant’s 
signature should be the same as 
that on his affidavit of registra- 
tion.

Our homes are often a breeding 
place for germs which can be re- 
moved by a thorough cleaning of the 
house, removing all dirt, and greas- 
es from corners, under the bed, 
shelves, etc. In fact a clean envir- 
onment tends to clean bodies, clean 
teeth, clean everything, and good 
health. You seldom ever find all in 
good health unless the rules of 
health, sanitation and hygiene, are 
observed in and around the entire 
home, and grounds.

Careful estimates have been prepared 
by our various departments of Govern- 
ment of the funds needed to protect our 
forests during the wartime situation from 
fire which may be caused either from 
sabotage or natural causes. ‘These are 

} funds required over and above normal 
Deacetime protection necds. The $19,- 
500,000 covers the protection of critical 
State and private forests, those under 
administration of the Forest Service 
under the Department of Agriculture and 
those under the Department of the In- 
terior; in other words, it is a Nation-wide 
Program of protection needs, covering 
defense facilities and key timber areas 
regardless of ownership. ‘These esti- 
mates were carefully prepared, area by 
area, and State by State, and after mak- 
ing a survey of the whole emergency sit- 
uation. Estimates were figured for each 
Particular problem area. They were 
classified under three headings, namely: 

First. Funds needed to protect from 
fire those strategic defense facilities such
